The  probability  is 
that  they  may  not  be  content  to  as- 
sist in  any  Coalition  in  which  So- 
cialists were  partners.  Sooner  or 
later  the  raparatioos  qnestibn  is 
bound  to  bring  about  an  upheaval  in 
the  alignment  of  political  parties  in 
Germany.

SOCIAL  KyOXiNS  ^ 

Dr.  Albert  Govaerta^«f  the  Carne- 
gie Institute  of  Washington,  is  the 
authority  for  the  statement  that 
tuberculosis  is  not  "hereditary"  in 
the  popular  acceptation  of  that  term, 
though  resistance  to  it  apparently  is. 
What  he  says  in  this  respect  is  that 
"biologically  speaking,  people  inherit 
directly  a  constitutional  make-up, 
possibly  functional,  chemical,  and 
straatnral,  with  a  ccrtftin  aiMbunt  of 
power  to  resiat  tuberculosis  or  other 
related  diseases."  Medical  science 
has  realised  the  efficacy  of  the  power 
c)f  resistance  for  a  long  time  as  one  of 
the  safeguards  in  a  world  teeming 
with  germs.  H  is  the  abaenea  of  the 
power  that  makes  the  chance  of  in 
fection  greater,  though  the  exercise 
of  it  is  not  nacasaartly  a  guarantee 
of  immunity. 

Medical  science  is  becoming  more 
and  more  persua'led  that  the  war  on 
disease  must  ba  carried  on  by  seek- 
ing, so  far  as  possible,  to  remove  in- 
fection and  by  increasing  resistance 
both  hereditary  and  acquired.  In  the 
case  of  tuberculosis  it  is  difficult,  if 
not  impoeeible,  to  remove  infection 
The  powers  of  rdtiataace.  howater, 

can  be  increased  by  a  process  of  pub- 
lic cnltgbtcnment  regarding  health 
precaotioos.    The  organisations  en* 

gaged  in  preaching  the  principles  of 
health,  and  among  others  our  Coun- 
cil of  Social  Hygiene,  are  lerform- 
ing  a  task  of  preventive  medicine  that 
is  for  social  and  physical  betterment. 
Their  work  is  deserving  of  every  pub- 
lic sympathy  and  support,  and  should 
be  extended  wherever  possible. 


The  main  interest  in  the  Provin- 
cial Budget  will  lie  in  the  hope  en- 
tertained of  rednead  taxation.  There 
are  few  other  moves  that  would  tend 
more  to  contribute  towards  greater 
pidaifXUjp  bi  BfMsk  Colmbla. 

Judging  by  his  programme  of  billa 
the  Provtacial  Attorney  r.eneral  is  a 
believer  in  parrnui  legislation.  Tbia 
principle  of  government  haa  been 
overdone  nearly  everywbaas,  and  the 
reaction  against  it  is  becoming 
msrkcd.  Less  laws  and  fewer  law- 
makers would  have  a  tendency  to 
tooth  the  troubled  narvas  of 
humanity.
